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Continuation of 11. Upon cursory review, the applicant's arguments regarding claims 1-3, 5, 9-12, 14 and 15 have been considered but 
they are not persuasive. Applicant argues that neither Domigan (US 4,536,612) nor the cited prior art teach, disclose or suggest a 
connector releasably directly connected to said electrical cable connector on the inside of the housing . The Examiner disagrees and 
points out that Domingan discloses in column 2 lines 17-21 that the connectors (27, 28) are of the kind shown in Benscoter et al (US 
4,857,016). Benscoter discloses an electrical cable connector (21) that is releasably directly connected to a pass through connector (1, 
see figure 1 and 2a). The cable connector (21) and the pass through connector (1, see figure 2a) can be disconnected from each other 
by compressing the spring fingers (33) located on the cable connector and pushing the cable connector out of the pass through 
connector (see figure 2a). The applicant further argues that a connector is defined as "a fixture attached to a cable for quickly mating 
and breaking one or more circuits", the applicant gave emphasis to the word "quickly" and argues that Benscoter's removable operation 
can not be done quickly therefore the reference numeral "21" cannot be a connector. Quickly is a word vague and indefinite and cannot 
be given any patentable weight. Furthermore, in rejecting a claim, the claim must be given their broadest reasonable interpretation (see 
MPEP 21 1 1 ); for the Examiner, a connector is something that links devices or components or something that connects things, especially 
two equipments, such as the cable and the pass-through connector as taught by Benscoter. In addition, the Cambridge advance 
Learner's Dictionary defines a connector as "a device at the end of a wire in an item of electrical equipment, which holds the wire in 
position". In conclusion reference numeral "21" of Benscoter discloses a cable connector releasably directly connected to a pass through 
connector on the inside of the housing. Therefore the rejection of the claims is proper. 
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
